The lights were out for 
nearly two hours, the accident happen-

Cottonseed oil, for example, 
after the nickel-hydrogen treatment, 
makes a s-Mlsfactory soap.-Plttabnrgh 
PrtM.

ble uses, coupled with defective mar- 
keting systems, are the greatest ob- 
stacles to all kinds of farming, particu- 
larly the growing of potatoes. Market- 
ing success requires that there bo grad- 
ing and standardization, and some use 
for the percentage which does not come 
rfp to the market requirements," said 
Dr. H. E. Horton, Agricultural Com- 
missioner, at the Conference of Mar- 
ceting and Rural Credits, at Chicago, 
•Jovember 
30th. 
"The 
production 


drawbacks can easily be remedied, by 
:he use of fertilizer and plant selection 
:o increase the yield and improve the 
quality. A study of the industrial uses 
>f a crop will show how it can be util- 
zed for profit, regardless of over-pro- 
duction orunder-consumption." 


That potatoes are being used for 


starch, alcohol, potato floor and other 
industrial purposes in Germany was 
brought out by the speaker. 
Importa- 


tions to the United States had startec 
before the war and there is at present 
a great opportunity in the utilization ol 
potatoes for industrial purposes. Be- 
fore the war, potato floor sold in Chi 
cago at five cents per pound in balk 
It is now practically absent from the 
market.

about fifty years ago, after Mr. Sim- 
mons' death, when a pair of platform 
scales were placed in the same position, 
by his son, James Simmons, which have 
long ago disappeared. 


The name of this neighborhood was 


as familiarly Vnown to the citizen of

Newport, as the Parade or the Long 
Wharf, and the boys who made that 
neighborhood noted; not to say notori- 
ous, from their rather wild and mis- 
chievous and rough methods in, their 
periodical essay to paint the town red, 
were equally well and familiarly known, 
as the Hav scale gang, some of whose 
names I might recall, but I forbear, 
mos t of them having gone to their long 
account.

, A habit growing into use, I am sorry 


1 to say, almost without objection, isthat 


of changing the names of old streets, 
and especially wharves, without mo- 
tive, merely to gratify the morbid as- 
pirations of some individual. For in- 
stance, is there any thing disreputable 
or implying any reproach in the name 
•Tanner Street," otis there anything 
particularly euphonious or beautiful or 
romantically attractive in the name 
"West Broadway? If there is, I, for 
one, fail to appreciate it. 


In my early recollection, "Tanner 


Street" was most emphatically the ap- 
propriate name for that locality, and 
there is every reason to suppose that 
, the tanning industry, which in early j 


settlements is always large and of the 
utmost importance, was located along- 
side the brook which ran uncovered, on 
the East side of Tanner Street, and at 
the time I speak of there were eight or 
ten tanners and leather dressers, doing 
business on that street; and who will 
presume to say that tanning or leather 
dressing has any thing derogatory in it, 
or that any avocation is more useful to 
the community or more praise worthy 
in iUelt? At least, four of the men en- 
gaged in that business, at that time, 
who daily pulled off their coats, and 


. wrought at their benches and beams, 


with their workmen, stood as high in 
the community, and gave their families 
as good a position as any other, and 
were among the wealthiest and most 
esteemed citizens of the Town.
